The Coming Cholera. 
The cholera is exciting great uneasiness 


dreaded and dreadful sc threatens 
again to issue from its Asiatic den, and 
pursue its devastating march over the 
earth, sweeping the countries in its fearful 
track as with a besom of destruction. The 
telegraph has for several days past brought 
us news of the alarm created by the threat- 
ened aggressive movement of the plague, 
and of the energetic measurestaken to pre- 
vent it from deluging the nations with a 
tide of death. In Germany, where the 
disease has already commenced its ravages, 
a fatal type of it raging at Konigsberg, a 
port on the Baltic sea, the most stringent 
precautions have been adopted by the Im- 
perial Government and the local authori- 
ties. In Denmark, which lies in the track 
of trade with the infected port, the gov- 
ernment is energetically enforcing the 
strictest sanitary measures. And in other 
quarters of Europe grave apprehensions 
of danger are manifested. Not being on 
the ground we must conclude, from all this 
flutter and stir and preparation, that the 
conditions are more favorable for an out- 


to us at this distance from the threatened 
districts, the points liable to be first attack- 
ed, and which, we trust, are by this time 
bristling with the defensive arms of the 
health officer. Nevertheless there are sev- 
eral circumstances which are of common 
notoriety that furnish a clew to at least a 
portion of the alarm that has attracted our 
attention. Pestilence follows closely in 
the track of famine, and the recent terrible 
distress which almost depopulated Persia 
left behind it a most inviting field for the 
ravages of the epidemic. The debris of 
the late Franco-Prussian war—the confu- 
sion and demoralization which always 
linger in the field long after the battle is 
over—afford a favorable 
for the entrance of the plague. 
The rest of Europe, deeply interested in the 
exciting events of the past year, was, it is 
natural to suppose, occupied in watching 
the shifting scenes of the great struggle, 
and anxiously waiting the opportunity or 
the necessity of taking part in it, to the 
neglect, in some degree at least, of the 
more important conditions of the public 
health. What mattered the few who si- 
lently perished of local diseases in some 
filthy quarter of a city, while thousands 
were being slaughtered on a single battle- 
field? What mattered a score or so laid 
quietly beneath the sod, when acres of 
thirsty soil were drinking rivers of human 
blood? Thus, doubtless, the epidemic's 
opportunity is to be seen in the condition 
of the greater portion of Europe to day. 
and especially in the cities where the evil 
influences have been most active, and 
where, under even ordinary circumstances, 
the deadliest work of pestilence is done. 
We, too, in the United States, have been 
more or less guilty of the same fault, and 
in view of the facts here presented it be- 
hooves us to institute a rigid scrutiny into 
the sanitary condition of our own cities. It 
will not do to postpone the work under the 
impression that,even if the disease is now on 
its destructive march, it cannot reach us be- 
fore cold weather sets in, when we shall be 
comparatively safe. Such an argument 
might prove a fatal delusion. It is true 
that this country has never suffered from 
cholera during the winter months; though 
it was violent in Cincinnati and New Or- 
leans in the fall of 1832, the year in which 
it first made its appearance on this side of 
the Atlantic. But that the most intensely 
cold weather is no check upon its ravages 
is proved by the fact that it raged with 
almost unexampled fatality in the depth of 
winter at St. Petersburg, in Russia, the 
death rate being over fifty-eight per cent. 
The truth is, once out of its Asiatic bounds 
and there is no telling when or at what 
point it will stop: A favorable route to 
travel and faverable conditions to receive 
it, it will accept as inviting its horrid pres- 
ence, and our city homes will be palled in 
the dark shadow of its pestilential wings. 
The favorite route of the cholera has 
been from the marshes of the 
Ganges, in India, where it is en- 
demic, by road and river through Persia, 
Arabia and Asia Minor to Southern Russia, 
thence spreading over Europe. This line 
of march is now peculiarly favorable to 
the pestilence; but the increase of trade 
and the multiplication of lines of interna- 
tional communication have afforded it a 
thousand ways of reaching every quarter 
of the globe. It may come to us across 
the Pacific from the eastern shores of Asia; 
or it may find in the Suez Canal a new 
and shorter route; or it may steal its pas- 
sage in some of the myriad vessels that 
plow the Atlantic in the interests of our 
European commerce. The way is open; 
the question for us is, are we prepared 
against the danger? Have we cleansed 
and purified the favorite haunts of disease 
in our great cities? Little or nothing is 
_ known of the primary cause or causes of the 
disease, but its history shows that much of 
its violence depends upon the sanitary con- 
dition of the localities in which it appears; 
that the accumulation of filthy morbific 
matter in the cities, public as well as per- 
sonal uncleanliness, are important pre- 
_ disposing causes. And it is incum- 
bent upon the public 
to take time by the forelock in 
such cases. A great responsibility rests 
upon them. The lives of thousands de- 


pend upon their vigilance, energy and 


faithfulness. Upon the first indication of 
a choleraic tendency within the radius of 
our lines of travel and traffic, they should 
be alive to the possibility of danger and ac-

Yet even as matters stand 
the CoURIER-JOURNAL, not being issued 
at Frankfort, is compelled to print a 
greater number of papers and to use a 
larger sheet, and consequently to spend 
in paper, ink, printers’ .bills, office ex- 
penses, etc., considerahly more money than 
the Yeoman spends. Now this 
does not imply that we are bet⸗ 
ter or richer than the Yeoman. 
To tell the truth, it implies that we

ute space, which costs us so much, to 
the gratuitous publication of advertis- 
ing matter, which is of no interest to 
two-thirds, at least, of our readers, who 
pay us for news, and have a right to 
get it. 

Again, the Yeoman, being an official 
organ, and receiving abundance of gratu- 
ity from official Sources, has another rea- 
son, .which does notapply to us, for being 
generous. 

Still, we think, it is best to put things on 
a square basis and to call them by their 
right names. Neither our party nor our 
church has a right. to ask us to contribute 
ten-fold more than is exacted of our neigh- 
bors. The issuing of a newspaper, with 
all its manifold expenses, is as much our 
trade as horse-shoeing is the trade of the 
blacksmith and coat-making the trade of 
the tailor. The Democratic party, let us 
hope, is abundantly able to pay its running 
expenses, and, if it is not, its candidates 
ought to be able to. settle the liabilities in- 
cident to a canvass. When bills are print- 
ed are they not paid for? When a hall or 
brass band is engaged is it given or hired?

None 
that we can see except the old rule that the
